Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

This bill appropriates general purpose revenue for 21.3 assistant district
attorney positions that are currently funded with federal money.

For further information see the state and local fiscal estimate, which will be
printed as an appendix to this bill.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do
enact as follows:

SECTION 1.0Fiscal changes.

(1)  ASSISTANT DISTRICT ATTORNEY POSITIONS.  In the schedule under section 20.005

(3) of the statutes for the appropriation to the department of administration under

section 20.475 (1) (d) of the statutes, as affected by the acts of 2007, the dollar amount

is increased by $881,600 for fiscal year 2008−09 to increase the authorized FTE

positions for the department by 21.3 GPR assistant district attorney positions to be

allocated to the following counties effective on the following dates:
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(a)  Brown County, 0.30 FTE position on July 1, 2008 .

(b)  Chippewa County, 0.25 FTE position on July 1, 2008.

(c)  Dane County, 0.75 FTE position on July 1, 2008.

(d)  Dane County, 1.0 FTE position on January 1, 2009.

(e)  Milwaukee County, 2.0 FTE positions on July 1, 2008.

(f)  Milwaukee County, 14.0 FTE positions on January 1, 2009.

(g)  Outagamie County, 1.0 FTE position on July 1, 2008.

(h)  St. Croix County, 1.0 FTE position on July 1, 2008.

(i)  Waukesha County, 1.0 FTE position on July 1, 2008.
